ical  hieroglyphic.  Would  it  be  amias  to 
regard  this  Intrfeeting  relic  as  evincing  on 
tiiepart  of  its  projectors  unlimited  wealth, 
strong  civil  and  military  inatltutioi.a,  ex¬ 
tensive  c.,n»m.*t.  ial  reUtiona  with  other 
part-*  of  the  world,  together  with  a  famil¬ 
iarity  with  the  arts  and  science*,  chafao* 
lerlallc  of  advanced  civilization?  It  Is  not 
contrary  to  human  experience  to  arrive  at 
tolerably  correct  imprewniona  of  the  social 
condition  of  men  In  different  parts  of  the 
world  by  this,  process  of  reasoning 

No-tourist  in  Ids  letters  to  his  friends, 
fails  to  re-nark  the  eondi lion  and  charac¬ 
ter  M  the  roads  over  wliich  he  has  ridden, 
ami  from  Ms  description  we’  picture  the 
character  of  the  people  among  whom  be 
is  journeying.  Poor  roads  are  Invariably 
associated  with  a  poor  indolent  class  of 
people,  devoid  of  all  enterprise. 

An  elementary  principle  of  political 
economy  is  that,  in  order  to  promote  hap¬ 
piness  and  prosperity  in  a  community,  the 
surrounding  conditions  must  be  of  a  char¬ 
acter  to  aid  it.  Prominent  among  these 
essentials  may  lie  mentioned  good  roads. 
However,  it  Is  not  necessary  to  delve 
deep  into  ancient  history  nor  enter  Into 
elaborate  demonstration  of  abstract  prob¬ 
lems  in  political  economy  In  writing  upon 
the  subject  of  roads  and  road  making. 
Every  man  interest ed  In  the  development 
and  prosperity  of  the  locality  In  which  he 
resides  ha*  devoted  some  time  to  the 
consideration  of  the  different  systems  of 
road  construction  now  .  in  operation. 
Among  these  mayAie  mentioned  theprim- 
•  itive  dirt  or  gravel  roadway ;  wooden,  as¬ 
phalt,  concrete  and  other  experimental 
pavements;  Belgian  blocks  or  cobble 
stone  sy  stems,  and  the  Telford  and  Mac¬ 
adam.  Townships  adjacent  to  large  cities 
‘  in  a  gre  it  measure  depend  upon  them  for 
their  prosperity,  which  mainly  consuls  in 
the  inducements  offered  to  wealthy*  busi¬ 
ness  men  to  take  up  their  residences  in 
the  place.  Montclair  and  'East  Orange 
are  cited  as  illustrations  of  this.  Good 
driveways  are  among  the  essential  re¬ 
quirements  of  this  class  of  citizens.  To 
adhere  to  a  system  of  dirt  roads,  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  whose  condition  varies  with  the 
weather,  is  false  economy,  injurious  to 
the  reputation  of  the  town,  as  well  as  evinc¬ 
ing  a  lack  of  enterprise  on  the  part  of  its 
inhabitants.  To  indulge  in  such  costly 
public  luxuries  as  wood,  asphalt,  and  con¬ 
crete  ;  avements  is  carrying  enterprise  to 
an  extreme.  Besides,  these  systems  are 
lacking  in  that  important  requirement, 
durability.  The  jolt  ami  rumble  associal- 
•  ed  with  Belgian  and  cobble  pavement  ren¬ 
der  them  unlit  for  suburban  travel.  The 
Telford  and  Macadam  systems  meet  all 
the  necessary  requirements  of  country 
roads — freedom  from  mud,  smooth  sur¬ 
face  and  durability.  The  appellations 
Telford  and  Mucadam  are  frequently  con¬ 
founded,  the  casual  observer  not  being 
able  tv*  discern  any  great  difference  In  the 
superficial  appearance  of  either  system. 
The  difference  is  in  t»  e  method  of  con¬ 
struction.  The  Telford  system  takes  its 
name  from  its  originator,  Thomas  Telford, 
j  an  eminent  civil  engineer  born  in  Scot¬ 
land,  in  1757.  He  served  for  a  time  In  the 
eapacity  «»r  engineer  to  the  parliamentary 
commission  on  roads  awd  bridges.  The 
construction  of  the  road  between  jLonqon 
ami  Ijolyhead  was  one  of  his  m any  dis¬ 
tinguished  achsivemeuts.  Telfoid  consid¬ 
ered  an  artificial  foundation  a  matter  of 
the  utmost  importance.  He  excavated  the 
road-bed  a  sufficient  depth  to  allow  tor  a 
layer  of  large  stones.  This  layer  varying 
in  thickness  from  six  inches  in  the  centre, 
to  three  on  the  outer  edge.  These  were 
carefully  laid  in  by  band  with  their  broad 
surface  dawn  ;  no  stone  used  in  this  found¬ 
ation  should  exceed  four  inches  on  Its  up¬ 
per  surface.  On  this  foundation  a  coating 
•  i  of  broken  stone  not  exceeding  six  inches 
/  wSs  spread.  Many  of  Ihe  roads  construct 
(/ed  by  Telford  in  the  vicinity  of  Glasgow 
are  in  good  condition  to-day. 

John  Loudon  Macadam,  originator  of 
the  system  which  bears  his  name  was  also 
a  Scotchman,  and  bom  in  1756,  one  year 
previous  to  Telford.-  Macadam  served  as 
district  road-master  in  Ayrshire.  He  was 
afterward  appointed  general  Surveyou  of 
Metropolitan  highways  by  the  govern¬ 
ment,  and  his  system  rapidly  became  gen¬ 
erally  used  throughout  England  and  was 
favorably  received  in  France.  Macadam 
disca riled  Telford’s  theory  of  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  a  firm  foundation  ;  on  the  contrary 
he  preferred  one  that  was  yielding  to  one 
that  was  rigid  and  unyielding.  Macad¬ 
am's  design  was  to  create  a  hard  and  Im¬ 
permeable  crust  and  he  succeeded  so  Well 
in  this  as  to  construct  roads  capable  of 
bearing  the  heaviest  burdens  over  marshy 
ground  hitherto  pronounced  impassable. 

The  method  pursued  by  him  was  to  have 
the  earthen  road-bed  carefully  s  uoothed 
over  with  a  rake.  Broken  stone,  flint, 
granite  or  whin  stone,  not  exceeding  six 
ounces  in  weight,  stones  weighing  front 
one  two  ounces  being  preferred,  were  then 
carefully  spread  on  the  bed.  The  men 
were  not  allowed  to  lay  the  stone  on  by 
shovelfuls  to  the  requisite  depth,  bull  to 
scatter  it  on  shovt-lful  after  shovelful,  to 
a  depth  of  from  six  to  ten  inches. 

Whatever  variances "lu  theory  as  to  con¬ 
struction  may  have  existed  between  the 
found,  rs  of  these  two  rival  systems,  they 
both  agreed  in  this  one  point,  ihat  the 
broken  stone  user!  on  the  surface  should 
not  exceed  two  and  one-half  niches  iudl- 
a meter.  "The  quality  of  the  stone  is  an 
important  matter  in  the  construction  of 
either  eriSjem,  sandstone  being  too  easily 
crushed,  limestone  too  susceptible  to  the 
action  o^  water  and  flint  too  brittle.  The 
essential  q  allties  being  a  combination  of 
toughness  and  hardness. 

The  tfap-rock  found  in  such  abundance 
in  the  Orange  Mountains,  combining  a*  It 
does,  these  two  important  features,  is  pe¬ 
culiarly  adapted  to  these  two  systems  of 
roadway.  Thousands  of  tons  are  annually 
carted  away  from  "Cliffside  Quarry,"  Up¬ 
per  Montclair,  and  many  miles  of  mag¬ 
nificent  tlriveway,  -extending  through 
the  Oranges,  Montclair  and  Bloomfield 
represent  the  meritorious  qualities  of  the 
two  sj  stems.  Experience  has  demonstra¬ 
ted  that  neither  of  these  two  systems  is 
suited  to  the  heavy  traffic  of  commercial 
cities  ;  whatever  advantage  one  may  pos¬ 
sess  over  the  other  in  this  respect  being 


*n  favor  of  tb**  Telford-  It  Is  obvious  that 
In  a  comparison  of  the  relative  coat  of 
construction  'of  ths  two  systems,  the  Mac¬ 
adam  has  the  advantage  of  ctu-apD***e 
The  oast  of  -keeping  in  repair  Is  about 
equal  consisting  prieelpally  in  t be  judici¬ 
ous  sprinkling  of  g  few  at  or  *-*  on  .e-casion. 
Tie  question  of  durability  in  the  «•  se  <>f 
the  Macadam  system  is  dependent  upon 
the  geographical  h-oatlon,  cljnialic  condi¬ 
tions  and  the  nature  of  th*«  traffic  In 
this  vicinity  all  these  i-eing  h'ghlj  favor 
ah  •  and  ita  co*rp»»rauve  cheapness  all 
tend  to  recommend  it  as  tbe^ system  suit¬ 
able  for  adoption.  It  is  the  splendid  op¬ 
portunity  of  enjoving  a  delightful  drive 
over  smooth  roads  that  has  proved  a 
strong  Inducement  to  wealthy  New  pork¬ 
ers  to  locate  In  the  vicinity  of  Orange. 
Montclair  is  pushing  ahead  in  Hits*  matter, 
the  completion  of  the  preseut  roads  con¬ 
necting  her  system  with  that  of  Ora'  ge. 
Conservative  old  Bloomfield,  ever  alow 
but  sure,  Is  considerably  behind  *  er  neigh¬ 
bors  In  tide  matter.  “  Ridgewood  avenue 
from  Grange  to  Montclair  should  be  mac¬ 
adamized  ;  also  Franklin  street  and  Mont¬ 
gomery  avenue.  These  Improvements 
would  prove  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
Township.  Both  In  the  enhanced  value  of 
the  real  estate,  and  in  the  class  of  people 
who  would  be -induced  to  settle  here. 


A  Remarkable  Theft. 

J.n  his  native  hills  he  was  once  know  n 
as  “tlie  boy  who  stole  Don  Vicente’s 
creek.”  Said  Vicente,  a  pomj>ou.s  mes¬ 
tizo,  strutting  in  the  prestige  of  a  sein  - 
official  authority,  was  the  mayoral,  or 
overseer  in  chief,  of  a  former  convent 
hacientio,  now  a  government  domain, 
used  only  as  a  stock  farm.  By  way  of 
asserting  the  prerogatives  of  his  jmsition 
the  mayoral  molioj  .olized  not  only  the 
hunting  privilege  of  the  vast  estate,  hut 
also  the  use  of  its  drinking  w  ater,  and,  a 
few  weeks  after  the  death  of  young  Bet- 
nal's  father,  seized  one  of  the  widow’s 
cow’s,  "as  a  warning  to  trespassers  uj>on 
the  reservation  of  a  government  water¬ 
course.”  “Mark  my  wor,ds.  neighltors, 
if  I  do  riot  make  him. stop  bragging  alxiut 
that  government  creek.”  shriekul  Master 
Bernal,  when' the  hailitf  had  elliowed  his 
way  through  an  indignation  uniting  of 
the  widow’s  friends,  ami  on  the  very 
same  evening  he  marched  a  posse  of 
trusty  playmates  to  the  headwaters  of 
the  nuuiojxily  creek. 

Up  in  the  dells  of  the  Sierra,  and 
nearly  ten  miles  almve  Don  Vicente’s 
stock  farm,  the  ix>y  had  private  knowl¬ 
edge  of  a  place  where  a  portion  of  the 
brook  found  its  way  into  a  cavern  or 
sink  hole,  without  a  visible  outlet  toward 
the  next  valleys  of  the  watershed;  and 
by  widening  t lie  channel  of_  the  affluent 
nearly  all  the  water  of  the  brook  was 
diverted-  toward  that  draui.  The  small 
residue  was  abtorixil  in  its  coubsc  through 
the  sands  of  the  fountainless  plain,  and 
the  next  morning  the  mayoral  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  note  -the  disappearance  of  the 
sacml  stream.  An  exploring  party 
failed  to  elucidate  the  significance  of  the 
portent,  and  it  is  on  record  that  young 
Bernal  was  subjxenaed  on  a  charge  of 
having  entered  into  a  conspiracy  with 
his  uncle,  the  druggist  of  San  Lorenzo, 
to  affect  the  evanesence  of  a  public  pas¬ 
ture  brook  by  mixing  its  waters  with 
evaporative  essences? — Lippiucott's  Mag¬ 
azine. 

How  Mach  a  Man  I'.ats. 

It  has  been  calculated  that  on  the  aver¬ 
age  each  man  who  attains  the  age  of 
three  score  and  ten  consumes  during  the 
course  of  his  life  twenty  wagon  loads  of 
food,  solid  and  liquid.  At  four  tons  to 
the  wagon,  this  would  corresjxmd  to  an 
average  of  about  100  ounces  of  food  per 
day,  or  say  some  120  ounces  per  day  dur¬ 
ing  adult  life,  and  almut  eighty  ounces 
during  infancy  and  youth.  Most  modern 
doctors  agree  in  regarding  120  ounces  of 
food  i*er  day,  corresponding  to  five  or 
six  itnlf  pints  of  liquid  food,  and  seven 
or  eight  jxiunds  of  solid  food,  as  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  tiie  real  daily  requirements  of  a 
healthy  man  or  woman. 

Vet  probably  most  of  us  take  more 
than  this,  in  one  way  or  a  nut!  er,  during 
the  day.  Dr.  Lankester,  from  an  exten¬ 
sive  analysis  of  tlie  dietary  of  soldiers, 
sailors,  prisoners,  and  the  better  paid 
class  of  artisans  and  professional  men  in 
London,  found  tlie  average  daily  quan¬ 
tity  of  solid  and  liquid  food" to  be  1  id 
ounces.  Doubtless  many  take  much  less; 
but  unquestionably  maiiy  take  much 
more  than  this.  When  some  one  men¬ 
tioned  lx-fure  Sydney  Smith  the  twenty 
wagon  loads  of  food  calculated  for  each 
man’s  allowance,  he  turned  to  Lord 
Durham,  who.  like  himself,  was  corpu¬ 
lent  i  and  not  without  sufficient  reason), 
with  the  quaint  remark.  “I  think  our 
wagons.  Durham,  must  lie  four  horsed 
ones.”  There  are  members  of  the  Lon¬ 
don  corporation,  to  seek  no  further, 
whose  wagons  must  be  six  horsed  ones, 
and  well  loaded  at  that.  -  -Richard  A.

Ihs  Gsucho  of  the  Pampas  and  His  Peru- 
Uarltles— Courteous  and  Cruel. 

The  Gaucho  (gowchoV  of  the  ivmqiaH 
is  the  most  inu*m>t iii£  diameter  on  tlie 
continent.  He  ia  tlie  descendant  of  the 
ari>t<>cratic  Spani>h  d<*n  and  tin*  women 
Of  the  Guararii  race,  a  sjicdea  unknown 
to  any  oilier  |«art  of  the  world,  whose 
nearest  likeness  ia  the  Betiouin  of  Aialtia. 
He  ia  at  once  the  moat  indolent  and  tlie 
moat  active  of  human  lieings.  for  when 
he  ia  not  in  the  saddle,  devouring  snare 
an  the  Iwtck  of  a  tireless  bronco,  lie 
sleeping  in  apathetic  indolence  among 
his  mistresses  or  gambling  witii  '  his 
(ffiunis.  Half  savage  and  half  courtier, 
tbe  Gaucho  ia  aa  courteous  as  he  is  cruel, 
will  thrum  an  air  on  the  native 
.ndolin  with  the  same  ease  and  non¬ 
lance  as  he  will  murder  a  fellow 
ling  or  slaughter  a  steer.  He  recog- 
i*s  no  law  but  his  own  will  and  the 
[written  code  of  tlu*  cattle  range,  and 
violations  of  this  code  are  punished 
by  banishment  or  death.  Whoever  of¬ 
fends  him  must  fight  or  fly.  and  bin  ven¬ 
geance  is  as  enduring  as  it  is  vigilant. 
He  never  shoots,  or  strikes  with  his  fist, 
and  his  only  weapons  are  the  short  knife 
Which  is  never  absent  from  his  hand  or 
his  belt,  the  lasso,  and  the  “bolas,  ”  im¬ 
plements  of  his  trade,  offensive  and  de- 
•nsive. 

I  A  fight  between  Gaurhos  is  always  to 
the  death,  and  it  is  the. duty  Of  him  who 
kills  to  see  that  his  Victim  is  decently 
kuried.  and  the  widow  and  orphans  cared 
for.  The  widow,  if  she  pleases  him,  be¬ 
comes  his  mistress,  and  the  orphans  grow 
tip  to  be  Gauchos  under  his  tutelage.  As 
iperstitious  as  a  Hindoo,  peaceable 
when  solier,  but  regardless^  of  God  and 
.n  when  drunk,  as  brave  as  a  lion, 
itive  as  a  panther,  with  ah  endurance 
[ual  to  any  test,  faithful  to  his  friends, 
implacable  as  fate  to  any  one  who  of- 
ids  him,  lie  has  exercised  a  powerful 
luence  U|>oii  the  destiny  of  the  Argen 
Republic,  and  retarded  civilization 
until  overcome  by  an  increased  immigra¬ 
tion  of  foreigners.

He  was  the  6on  of  a  wealthy  Gaucho 
the  same  name,  and  commanded  a  r,egi- 
Ofient  of  his  kind  in  the  war  for  indepen¬ 
dence.  So  powerful  did  he  become  that 
it  was  an  easy  step  from  the  chieftain- 
ip  of  the  Gauchos  to  the  presidency  of 
e  republic,  and  finally  to  the  head  of  an 
isolute  despotism,  which  existed  for 
*arlv  a  quarter  of  a  century,  in  defiance 
of  the  constitution  and  the  laws. 

The  day  of  the  Gaucho  is  passing.  Immi- 
1  ition  and  civilization  have  driven  him 
the  extreme  frontier.  Like  the  North 
erican  Indian,  he  decays  when  do¬ 
st  icated,  and  a  tame  Gaucho  is  always 
irunkard,  a  loafer  and  a  thief. — Will-

Probably  the 
Dst  elaborate  commercial  Code  in  the 
jrld  is  published  in  New  York.  an<J  it  is 
ally  a  model  of  ingenuity.  It  contains 
0, 000  words,  drawing  upon  every  lan- 
loge  in  Europe.  It  is  arranged  in  tables 
such  a  manner  that  a  Chicago  mer- 
ant  may  communicate  through  it  with 
renty  or  thirty  Eurojiean  cor res| Hind¬ 
is.  using  practically  a  different  cipher 
for  each.  Half  a  dozen  kinds  of  business, 
with  their  peculiar  phrases  and  expres¬ 
sions.  are  covered  by  this  book,  which  is 
sold  at  $50  a  copy.  The  military  cipher 
1  bv  the  army  during  the  reliellion, 
ich  eluded  all  attempts  by  IheConfed- 
ites  to  fathom  its  secrets,  was  for  many 
after  the  war  used  by  a  well  known 
tective  agency. — Chicago  News.
